Some of 11 
actually is poetry. It is all mystical 
but altogether it 
is 
fierce 
and 
brutal. 


Inasmuch as Hcriry Wallace was 


for several years, a member of 
Ihe circle of Prof. Nicholas Rocr- 
ich, 
the 
Russian' occultist and 
oriental savant, whose disciples re- 
garded him as God, and inasmuch 
as Ihis book was labelled as Roer- 
ich's "first message," the message 
seems to me to be a key to Henry 
Wallace's plan for the future of 
mankind. 


While we bear in mind that Wal- 
lace finally did turn on thc old 
guru, or spiritual master, we may 
remember, too that he never has 
recorded his repudiation of P.oer- 
ich's teachings. 


The first entry in "Leaves of 
Morya's Garden" is dated London

cowardice — I shield the fearless 
one." 


June 2: "I bestow my wisdom 
upon thce. I am not the path of 
promise but verily the light bear- 
er."

July 2: "You carry stones for 
the erection of my temple."
